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Cannabis 
plants 
seized in 
Eltham

POLICE have seized 480 cannabis 
plants from an address in Eltham. 
A warrant to search the property 
in Chapel Farm Road was 
obtained after an irregular heat 
source was detected in the loft 
area. 

Upon gaining entry to the 
property, officers from the 
Coldharbour and New Eltham 
Safer Neighbourhoods team 
uncovered an advanced drug 
cultivation process that included 
an automatic water system. 

The address had been leased out 
by the owners and enquiries are 
ongoing to locate the person 
responsible. 

Sgt Chris Hayward, of the local 
Safer Neighbourhoods team, said: 
“Greenwich residents have made 
targeting drug-related crime a 
ward priority. By seizing such a 
substantial amount of cannabis 
we have severely disrupted drug 
dealing within the area. 

• TWO men were arrested after a 
drug sweep operation in Woolwich 
Common. Officers from the 
Shooters Hill Safer 
Neighbourhoods Team made the 
arrests after receiving 
information about the two men 
acting suspiciously. They were 
found in possession of 38 wraps of 
crack cocaine with a street value 
of £500 and several bags filled 
with cannabis after a search at 
Plumstead police station.

Targeting 
dogs 
that are 


a danger 



POLICE in 
Greenwich have 
been targeting 
owners of 
prohibited or 
dangerous dogs 
across the borough. 
In order to assist 
residents to further 
understand the 
Dangerous Dogs 
Act we have 
highlighted a few 
main points that 
relate to a number 
of arrests in this 
area. 

The Dangerous 
Dogs Act 1991, and 
its amendment in 
1997, are intended 
to impose 
restrictions on the 
ownership of 
dangerous breeds, 
while also ensuring 
all dogs are kept 
under suitable 
control. Anyone 
owning the four 
dangerous breeds 
mentioned in the 
act will be 
prosecuted if they 
breed from the dog 
or allow it to be in a 
public place 
without being 
muzzled and kept 
on a lead. They are 
also not allowed to 
sell or exchange the 
dog, or offer one as 
a gift. Owners can 
also be prosecuted 
if their dog is not 
recorded on the 
dangerous dogs 
register. The 
maximum penalty 
for failing to 
comply with these 
conditions is a 
£5,000 fine, six 
months in prison, 
or both. A dog may 
be returned to the 
owner if a court, 
not the police, 
decides that the 


dog does not 
constitute a danger 
to public safety. 
This will only 
happen once 
certain criteria, 
such as neutering 
and tagging, are 
met. 

Any breed of dog 
can be considered 
dangerously out of 
control. If the dog 
causes injury to 
any person the 
maximum penalty 
for this offence is 
two years 
imprisonment, a 
fine, or both. 

When it can be 
proven that 
someone has 
deliberately sought 
to cause injury 
using a dog the 
maximum penalty 
is five years in 
prison. In March, 
2009, the 
Metropolitan 
Police launched the 
Status Dog Unit 
with the intention 
of targeting 
prohibited and 
dangerous dogs. 
Since then more 
than 1,000 dogs 
have been seized 
across London.

Blade stunner 

Jonathan, 14, already has Rio 2016 in his sights

HE’S too young for 2012 - but 
international fencers heading 
for the Rio Olympics four years 
later may well have to beware 
the flashing steel of Jonathan 
“J.J.” Webb. 

The determined and 
dedicated 14-year-old fencer 
from New Eltham was the 
England Underl3 ‘Leon Paul’ 
sabre champion last year 
and aims to reach the top 25 
in the Underl7 rankings 
during 2010. 

Jonathan has won gold and 
silver medals in the country- 
wide junior series and 
represented Britain at two 
international Underl5 events 
in France - as well the 
Underl7 team in London - but 
Brazil is what he’s nuts 
about. 

He told GT: “Anything I do I 
want to succeed in so I’m 
really determined to get to 
the top and compete on the 
world stage.” 

Jonathan took up the sport 
two and a half years ago. 


showed immediate promise 
and soon had to give up his 
tennis and football. He 
competes for the prestigious 
Camden Fencing Club. 

He said: “There are some 
good small clubs but I had to 
join Camden to get the 
competition I needed. I don’t 
really know why I got so good 
at it. I’ve always been sporty 
and my mum’s a PE teacher. 

“I soon learned my first 
steps in fencing and really 
enjoyed it. I was 34th in the 
Underl7 British Cadets last 
year, which is the official 
selection for the national 
squad. Selection is taken 
from the top 25 and I am 
aiming to be there this year. 

“There have been ups and 
downs, and the training is 
hard, but it’s really exciting 
as you make progress 
through the 
ranks.” 


His coach Rob Partridge 
reckons Brazil is a real 
possibility for the former 
Montbelle primary school 
boy. Rob said: “Jonathan will 
be 20, a good age, in 2016. 
There are much older 
competitors who use their 
experience but you could 
describe fencing as chess at 
90 miles an hour so it’s good 
to be as young and quick as 
Jonathan. 

“Competitors might peak at 
25 up to early thirties but if 
Jonathan keeps up his rate of 
progress during all the 



changes over the next six 
years he’ll have a real chance 
of making Rio. He’s got the 
dedication as well as the 
talent and it’s very exciting 
for me as his coach.” 

Mum and dad Tina and 
Steve are obviously very 
proud. Steve said: “JJ’s drive 
and determination has 
brought him a wealth of 
success in domestic and 
national competitions. To 
have someone who has 
represented their country in 
any sport is a great honour 
and that is what Jonathan 
has earned and brought to 
our family.” 

Jonathan is being 
supported by Greenwich 
Starting Blocks, the charity 
set up to encourage 
outstanding local athletes 
with the Olympics in mind. 
His dad said: “He was 
awarded a £250 bursary, 
which paid for his kit this 
year , and free membership 
to the council’s leisure 
centres. It has been a 
tremendous help to us 
because of all the costs 
involved in competing.”

Darius’s do-or-die 
attitude split viewers’ 
and judges’ opinions on 
Pop Idol. But since then 
the singer has been 
quietly building his stage 
reputation, and the 
producers of Carmen 
spotted him playing a 
bullfighter on ‘Operastar 
and snapped him up for 
the part of toreador 
Escamillo in the all- 
singing extravaganza. 

He told GT: “I branched 
out into theatre after my 
dad was diagnosed with 
terminal cancer and urged 
me to follow my dream of 
acting as well as singing. I 
was in Chicago, Guys and 
Dolls - where I took over 
from Ewan McGregor - and 
had the lead role in Gone 
With The Wind. 

“This year when I got 
the chance to be trained 
by Rolando Villazon - one 
of the world’s greatest 
tenors - and then to be 
lucky enough to go on 
and win Popstar to 
Operastar, I was blown 
away.” 

Darius takes the stage 
for the Sunday matinee 
when the opera is at The 
02 from May 21-23, and 
the singer popped into 
the school on Corelli 
Road to help out with a 
few trade tips on 


performance, aided by 
Greenwich Theatre’s 
Nicky Swift. 

A singing star in the 
making was pupil 
Dennese Manyasi, 11, 
who said: “I love singing, 
and the masterclass with 
Darius made me more 
confident and I liked the 
encouragement he gave. 
He made me feel good

Formally Danesh, the 
performer is known as 
Darius Campbell these 
days, but insists the name 
change had nothing to do 
with distancing himself 
from his Pop Idol years.

surname, and I dropped 
the Danesh because I’m 
proud of my Scottish 
roots - it was born from a 
conversation I had with 
my grandfather.” 

And the crooner 
admitted that preparation 
for an operatic role differs 
from practicing for a pop 
show. He said: “It’s 
completely different - I’ve 
been training to bullfight 
and to knife-fight, and 
there’s not many pop 
shows I’ve had to do that 
sort of training for! And 
it’s a very different type of 
vocal training - singing 
from your diaphragm as 
opposed to singing from 
your throat.” 

Carmen is the biggest 
production of an opera 
the UK has ever seen, and 
rehearsals are going well. 

Darius had some sound 
advice for the youngsters 
hoping to emulate his 
success: “Never give up 
on your dreams, work 
hard and focus on your 
goals. And don’t ever be 
deterred by the negative 
comments you might get 
from others,” he said.

EVERYONE in the 
borough is invited to a 
free day of sporting fun in 
Greenwich Park on 
Saturday, July 24, to mark 
the two-year countdown to 
the start of the 2012 
Olympic Games.

It 
is particularly aimed at 
people who normally don’t 
take part in sporting 
activities to raise their 
awareness of what is 
available in Greenwich. 

Everyone will be encouraged 
to join in and have a go at 
different sports in a funfair- 
type atmosphere. Sports on 


offer will include tennis, table 
tennis, athletics, volleyball, 
trampolining and martial 
arts, plus special versions of 
traditional sports that are 
aimed primarily at people 
with disabilities, such as new- 
age bowls, curling, and 
Polybat. Another feature will 
be pony rides over a fixed 
course, with horses provided 
by the British Horse Society.

I hope this column has 
brought a glimmer of 
inspiration, joy or education 
through my words - and hope 
it’s brought the two 
Greenwichs somewhat closer, 
by way of understanding and 
relationships. I hope too this 
column has planted a 
quizzical seed to learn more 
about, or even come and 


explore, Greenwich 
Connecticut firsthand one 
day. 

Greenwich CT will always 
have a special place in my 
heart, as our son Austin was 
born at Greenwich Hospital 
last May. We look forward to 
bringing Austin back here 
when he’s old enough to see 
this pretty town for himself 
and see where he was born. 
Living and working in 
America is certainly an 
adventure - and since being 
away from the UK I’ve 
certainly become more 
thankful for the various 
benefits British people take 
for granted, such as the 
National Health System. Who 
knows how long we’ll 
continue with our American 
journey, but when we return, 
it will be with additional 
wisdom, gratitude and 
fondness.

And staff and fellow students 
at the 1,750-pupil school in 
Riefield Road are rooting for 
her. Headteacher Michael 
Murphy told GT: “Everyone at 
Crown Woods is very proud of 
Isobel's achievement in being 
appointed to sit on the London 
2012 Youth Advisory Panel. 

“Isobel will be representing 
young people across London. It 
is a fantastic and unique 
opportunity to really contribute 
to the Olympic Games and a 
testimony to the contribution 
Isobel has made to the 
community of Crown Woods 
school.” 

GT caught up with busy 
Isobel, a former pupil of Eltham 
C of E primary school, just days 
before her first youth panel 
meeting in Heron Quays, 
Docklands, earlier this month. 
She said: “I believe we are due 
to met LOCOG, the organising 
committee of the Games, and 
then I think we’re going on to 
discuss volunteering. 

“Hopefully, for the next year in 
the run-up to the event, I’ll be 
representing the borough from 
the youth perspective - and 



making sure that the young 
people of Greenwich get a 
‘voice’, and that there is some 
legacy from the Games for 
them." 

She added: “I'm going to try to 
make sure that we can get 
involved - not just from the 
sports point of view but also in 
terms of things like stewarding, 
catering, construction too. 

“Greenwich borough is so 
well-placed to host part of the 
London Olympics. We also have 
a lot of talent here, and I’m so 
pleased we have the ‘Starting 
Blocks’ scheme that is helping 
to sponsor young people with 
their training.” 

Isobel herself is a keen 
sportswoman. She was a lively 
primary school defender in her 
football team, she's a swimmer 
and an athlete, and, by the age 
of 14, she was representing her 
borough in the London Youth 
Games as part of the squad 
from Globe Rowing Club in 
Trafalgar Road. 

One of her most recent 
memorable experiences was

Windsor - where some of the 
women’s events in the London

“But, also, two of us have 
rowed from Greenwich Naval 
College right up to Tower 
Bridge - and under it! - which 
was great.” 

Isobel’s a huge fan of Globe, 
the Greenwich club which has 
been offering both competitive 
and recreational rowing and 
sculling in the borough since 
1923. She’s now a youth coach, 
and encourages young people 
who want to find out more 
about the sport to look at the 
website and get in touch.

Isobel got help and 
encouragement to formally 
apply for a place on the London 
youth panel by Julie Taylor, 
community director at Crown 
Woods.

New community centre opens 


THE search is on for the 
oldest resident on Eltham’s 
2, 000-home Page estate. 

You’ve got an official 
engagement on Saturday, May 29 
- to help to open the brand new 
community centre in Nesbit Road! 

“We’d really love whoever it is to 
be there with us,” said long-time 
resident Lee Abbott. 

“Also we’d love to see all the 
children who won prizes in our 
‘Name the Centre’ competition 
which we held back in February” 

The celebrations are due to start 
around 11am at the brightly- 
coloured project, which started as 
an idea among neighbours 12 
years ago. 

“We wanted a building to bring 
this whole community together,” 
said Kim Clarke, one of the mums 
who launched the dream in 1998. 

Kim and Lee, and fellow Kim 
Berry and their friend Shirley 
Kirkland, along with a whole lot 
more, successfully bid for 
£500,000. The bulk of the cash 
came from the government’s 
Single Regeneration Budget 
scheme. There were also cash- 
boosts for specific parts of the 
project from the old South 
Greenwich Regeneration Agency, 
the SGRA. 

Kim Clarke, a mum-of-four, told 
GT: “This all started when I saw 
an advert in our shop for a

meeting about ‘getting money for 
your estate’. A couple of us went 
to see what it was all about!” 

She admits to being “a bit 
daunted” by what was involved, 
but, nevertheless, they roped in a 
few more mums and started their 
learning curve, with the help of 
Greenwich Council. 

Kim told us: “First, we had a 
meeting in our local 
Neighbourhood Office on 
Westhorne Avenue. Later, we 
learned how to run a meeting. 
Then, thanks to the Rev Steve 
Cook, we got the use of the vestry 
in St Barnabas’ Church, 
Rochester Way. 

“I remember there were eight of 
us - including Steve!” 

Lee Abbott, who has been on the 
Page Estate for 27 years, had 
experience of successfully 
campaigning for central heating 
and new windows for some of the 
houses. 

She said: “We formed an action 
project and we successfully 
applied for £3,000 from the 
‘community chest’ being offered 
by the SRB (Single Regeneration 
Budget). 

“We got some ‘Awards for All’ 
money to do a feasibility study - 
and, before long, we got help to 


produce a regular newsletter. . . 
and we were interviewing 
architects!” 

Delivering that newsletter to 
over 2,000 homes on the Page 
brought all the different 
generations together. 

Kim said: “Our kids were 
primary school age at the time, so 
we couldn’t pay them anything. 
We treated them to some gift- 
vouchers instead as a ‘thank you’. 

“The adults also did a door-to- 
door survey, asking residents 
what they wanted. They were 
exciting days, and we met lots of 
interesting people!” 

Kim summed up: “Our 
motivation from Day One has 
always been that we wanted to do 
something for our kids. 

“That motivation has just grown 
and grown, and we want our 
centre to cater for everyone - from 
cradle to grave. There are a lot of 
older people on this estate - and 
we know they have so much to 
offer the younger ones, and vice 
versa. Our new centre will help to 
‘bridge the gap’.”

NEIGHBOURS and friends 
have officially launched a 
free, new-look drop-in to 
set anxious, stressed and 
lonely people on a new 
track. 

Part Works in Deptford had

• you get Pension Credit 
Guarantee but no savings 
credit element; and 


• you are responsible for 
the electricity bill; 

• you are a customer of 
British Gas, Scottish 
Gas, EDF Energy, E.ON, 
Npower, Scottish Power 
and Scottish and 
Southern Energy. 

However, you will not 
receive a payment if you 
are already receiving a 
social or other 
discounted tariff from 
your energy supplier.

The Council is celebrating the 
excellent work of hardworking 
foster carers and asking local 
people to consider fostering 
themselves, during a two-week 
campaign starting this week. 
National Foster Care Fortnight, 
which runs from May 17 to May 
30, encourages people to look at 
the skills and qualities they 
have which could make them 
a great foster carer. 

There are many reasons 
why a child may need to 
be fostered, although 
it’s clear that children 
benefit greatly by the 
experience of living 
in a nurturing and 
supportive family 
environment. 

Children in 
Greenwich who need 
fostering reflect the 
wide cultural and 
ethnic mix of the 
borough, from newborn 
babies through to 
teenagers and siblings. 

The length of time that 
children will need the support 
of a foster family will differ too.

Dick Townsend-Smith 
met two couples who say fostering has become a way of life... 




GLORIA and Joe Mevo 
began fostering an 
astonishing 35 years 
ago after reading an 
article and realising it 
was something they 
could do at their home. 
So how many children 
have been placed with 
them in that time? 

“I honestly don’t 
know,” said Gloria. “I 
know it’s more than 
160, and they have been 
aged from just a few 
months to 15 years. 
Fostering can be as 
short as 24 hours or for 
as long as four years. 
Our first one was a 
baby girl, and two of 
the children we 
fostered we later 
adopted. So we now 
have a daughter of 15 
and a son of 32. 

“In the past we have 
had children at a 
moment’s notice. But 
these days the 
authorities try to plan 
it more, and match 
you with the child’s 
needs, such as being 
near his or her 


school.” 

After applying, Gloria 
and Joe were visited by 
the council’s Fostering 
Team who discussed 
the idea with them. 
Once it was agreed that 
they met the criteria, 
following a thorough 
assessment, 
they went 
before a 
panel 
which 
asked 
them 


questions to find out 
more about them. 

“Once you meet all the 
criteria, then it’s all 
systems go,” said 
Gloria. “We have got a 
lot of satisfaction out of 
our time as foster 
carers, and it’s very 

rewarding to be 
able to 
nurture 
children. 
Some of 
them 
have 
stayed in 
contact, 
while 



, -• ■ 


others have been 
adopted and gone their 
own way. The ones who 
have kept in touch send 
us Christmas cards, 
letters and photos, 
which can be very 
emotional. 

“Some of our foster 
children have had lots 
of troubles - some of 
the teenagers actually 
wanted to kill 
themselves. But with 
others we have had very 
happy relationships. 
When one of our foster 
boys grew up and got 
married, we stood in as 
his parents at his 
wedding and we are 
now grandparents for 
his family. He pays us a 
visit every Christmas. 

He was never able to 
have that sort of support 
from his own family, and 
this all shows how much 
we are valued.” 

Gloria and Joe still 
attend formal training 
days and look forward to 
meeting up with other 
foster carers each month 
in a support group.

RINSIE and Derek Evans, left, 
have been fostering for 17 
years. They have three children 
of their own - two grown-up 
sons and a daughter, as well as 
three grandchildren. 

Rinsie explained how it all 
began: “My mum started 
fostering years ago, and my 
sister and I were always 
involved. We knew it would 
just be a question of time 
before we did it ourselves. 
Derek’s sister does it as well, 
so it’s very much a family 
concern. Our daughter is at 
university and she will foster 
when she is older - she’s seen it 
all from the age of five. 

“The first children we fostered 
were five and 18. The younger 
one left us aged 19 and she is 
now at university training to 
be a social worker. Her sister 
remains with us, and our other 
foster child is a long term 
placement and has already 
been with us for three years. 
“We have looked after quite a 
few babies over the years. They 
eventually went back to their 
families or were adopted. I am 
godmother to three of those 
babies. One has even got my 


name as her middle name. She 
went back to her mother, who 
couldn’t think of any other 
way to thank me. 

“One little five-year-old girl we 
fostered had never tried 
yoghurt and strawberries. I 
took her shopping so she could 
choose something she wanted, 
and it was lovely to see her

face light up. It had never 
happened to her before. 

“Derek and I would 
recommend fostering to anyone 
who thinks they can do it. You 
have to be a special type of 
person because some of the 
children can be very difficult. 
But it’s fantastic that we have 
been able to make a difference. 
We are really committed and 
passionate about it. 

“My only regret is that we 


didn’t start sooner. 

“You have to give 100 per cent 
because the children can be so 
needy, and you sometimes have 
to put your life on hold. 
Fostering has really opened 
our eyes. You can’t believe 
some of the things these 
children have gone through, 
but hopefully we make a 
difference. 

“So if you have a spare room, 
think about becoming a foster 
carer. Pick up that phone and 
make that call. 

“Greenwich’s social workers 
are so helpful and 
approachable, and whatever 
questions you have, you can be 
totally honest with them. They 
are always willing to help. 

We all have an individual 
social worker supporting us, 
and we have direct lines so we 
can ring 24 hours a day to get 
any help and advice. You are 
never left to do it on your own. 
“Greenwich Council gives the 
very best to its foster carers. 
They do care about us and the 
training they give us is second 
to none. We really feel valued. 
They look after our needs and 
that makes us better carers.”

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

Disappearing act 


Alice in 
chains 
no more 

THE Disappearance of Alice 
Creed is a well structured, 
intense and claustrophobic 
thrillerfrom newcomerwriter 
and director, J Blakeson. 

It portrays the hard-hitting and brutal 
kidnapping of Alice Creed (Gemma 
Arterton] by two ex cons, Vic (Eddie 
Marsan] and Danny (Martin Compston). 
The opening sequence quickly sets the 
scene - two men making methodical 
preparations. Barely exchanging a word, 
they focus on theirwork, exuding a 
menacing sense of purpose and intent. 
They soundproof a room, board up the 
windows and fit padlocks and bolts. A 
mattress complete with handcuffs and 
ropes is installed. Their preparations 
complete, Alice is seized. Tied, gagged, 
and stripped naked, she is photographed 
and locked in a room. Terrified and alone, 
she fears for her life. 

The intensity of the subject matter, the 
confined nature of the location and the 
limited number of characters quickly 
combine to create a stifling and 
claustrophobic atmosphere and the 
tension soon rises. Blakeson cleverly 
manages to maintain the suspense 
through a number of devices; firstly via 
twists and turns in the plot; secondly with 
meticulous attention to detail - a bullet 
casing here, a mobile phone there - and

finally by the interaction of the characters 
themselves whose own anxieties and 
insecurities gradually begin to rise to the 
surface. 

But it is the characters themselves -their 
performances and chemistry- on which 
the movie relies and here we are not left 
wanting. Arterton, of St Trinian’s and 
Quantum of Solace fame, in herfirst major 
screen role, passes with flying colours, 
powerfully convincing in her distress, 
particularly during the close-ups, which 
Blakeson uses to good effect. Marson and 
Compston, the old pro and the young bull, 
are equally compelling, full of simmering 
menace but desperate to escape the 
captivity of their backgrounds. The trio 
combines well, and the atmosphere is 
consistently dark and foreboding. 

Verdict: 

The DoAC is a well-crafted, well executed 
and well acted thriller that is lifted out-of 
the ordinary by its extraordinary attention 
to detailand by an unrelentingly 
claustrophobic sense of atmosphere. 

Not, however, for the faint hearted. 7/10

DEADLINE-WISE, the 
situation is really, erm, 
surreal. I’m sat sitting here 
on Saturday morning 
trying to assess the effect of 
this result on the eventual 
outcome of this play-off 
semi-final. But it’s probably 
wasted effort. Let me 
explain my problem. 

Under normal circumstances, 
you see, I’d be building a 
convincing case that Deon 
Burton’s brave 65th-minute 
goal had thrown Charlton an 
undeserved lifeline and 
inspired hope of a recovery. 

The trouble is, you’ll be 
reading this on Tuesday, by 
which time the Addicks will be 


either on their way to Wembley 
for the final or checking the 
whereabouts of Rochdale for 
next season. 

You already know how things 
went last night and are either 
nodding approval of my astute 
reading of the situation or 
shaking your heads at my naive 
estimation of Charlton’s 
chances. 

How creepy is that? I’m not so 
much writing a football report 
as knocking out a script for 
Ashes to Ashes. 

What remains indisputable is 
that Charlton tottered away 
from the County Ground, 
relieved that they’d avoided a 
tie-busting beating. 

They were torn to shreds at 
times and should have been out 
on their ears by half-time. Had 
29-goal hamstring victim Billy 
Paynter not missed this game, 
their fate would have been 
sealed, but Paynter's otherwise 


excellent sidekick Charlie 
Austin missed three headed 
chances before a quarter hour 
had elapsed. 

To be fair, the brilliance of 
Darren Randolph had much to 
do with the striker’s profligacy. 

Three minutes into this first 
leg, Jon Paul McGovern’s 
measured delivery picked out 
Austin as he moved through an 
advancing defence.
